FOR CANADA. 


SIGNS OF EMPIRE TRADE 
DEVELOPMENT. 


—— -> - 


Striking placards pasted on a large ship- 
ment of forged pipe moulds arriving at Mon- 
treal have attracted much attention there and 
at Toronto, their destination. The placards 
are in blue, the Union Jack on the left and 
the Canadian Red Ensign on the right, and 
bear these words in large letters: ‘‘ Made in 
Creat Britain for Canada. Canada sent us 
this order. Buy Canadian produce.” 

In the centre is the crest af the Empire 
Marketing Board, which issues the posters 
with wording appropriate . to all the 
Dominions. This particular shipment of 
moulds was fabricated in England of special 
steel. In the past such forgings have been 
obtained from the United States. 

Up to the end of June, from the opening 
of navigation, 290,280 tons of British coal 
had been received at Montreal. This is an 
increase of 53,000 tons over the total for the 
corresponding period of last year, and, 
roughly, displaces Russian coal, which was 
permitted to come in a year ago, but which 
now is banned from Canada. 

Also of note in Montreal shipping news is 
the first receipt of manganese ore from South 
Africa. 2,500 tons having arrived on the 
m.v. Mattawin. Manganese stands fifth in 
the list of products entered threugh the port 
of Montreal, and in the past all of it has 
come from the Gold Coast, West Africa. 
The South African shipment of this valuable 
ore, used largely in the manufacture of steel 
and certain alloys, was loaded at Durban, 
and came from deposits discovered a few years 
ago at Postmasburg, in Griqualand.

TROMSOE, Sunday. 

After four days from Bergen’ the 
submarine Nautilus, in which Sir Hubert 
Wilkins intends to make his daring 
under-ice dash to the North Pole, arrived 
here at 11.10 this morning, and now faces 
the last lap of her voyage to her base 
at Spitzbergen. Once there she is ex- 
pected to go out, for two or three weeks’ 
scientific work, “returning there in the 
middle of next month. 

Many decorated fishing vessels and 
motor boats, and a steamer bearing the 
official reception committee, went out to 
meet the little ex-Navy craft. Un- 
fortunately, the Nautilus had to receive 
assistance as she was lying drifting 
through damage to her electric steering 
gear, but this was quickly rectified, and 
she was escorted by swarms of small craft 
to the beflagged quayside, where crowds 
gave her an uproarious welcome. There 
is no indication as to when she will con- 
tinue her voyage to Spitzbergen.

Ainerican novelists, and, in consequence, its 
film version should appeal to those whose 
tastes run to Zane Grey and Jackson ry 
as easily as to lovers of Scott's immortal 
tales. As a silent film, “Rob Roy ” was a 
success some years ago, but the “ talkie ’’ 
adaptation should make one of the most at- 
tractive films of the coming season. The 
film is to be made almost entirely in the 
beauty spots of the Scottish Highlands, and 
one of the high spots will be the stampede 
of Highiand cattle into the ranks of “Red 

‘obert’s’’ enemies. Another spectacular 
scene will be the Kevels, in which some of 
the champions of the Highland Games will 
be seen in dances, caber-tossing, throwing the 
hammer, and other peculiarly Scottish sports 
and games. 

There is a fascination about the builders 
of bridges to which everyone is susceptible, 
and there are few who have read Kipling’s 
“The Bridge builders’’ without a thrill, At 
the moment the quay walls of Dublin are 
lined daily with a crowd which is held for 
hours almcst spellbound by the construction 
ol the new Butt Bridge, so that this busi- 
ness of enabling humanity “ to cross dry- 
snod trom shore to shore ” is something more 
than an economic necessity, Somehing of this 
fascination seems to have been sensed by film- 
producers, and it is now announced that a 
fum showing the construction of the great 
bridge over Sydney Harbour is to be shown 
in Middlesbrough, where the steel used in 
its construction was made. Probably the 
film will be shown as part of the instruc- 
tional programme by cinemas in other cities. 
It would certainly be acceptable as a varia- 
tion from nature studies. 

The name of Gordon of Khartoum has as- 
sociations which may be painful to the older 
generation, but a younger one, which hardly 
remembers the Great War, will 
bably welcome the film, with 
story centring on General Gordon, 
which Mr. Anthony Asquith is shortly to 
undertake in the studios at Welwyn. The 
story of the tragic ‘‘relief’’ of Khartoum, 
and the death of its heroic defender, should 
provide material for a splendid film. 


MUSICAL FILMS REMAIN. 

That musical films are to the liking of 
Dublin audiences is indicated by the success 
of “ Monte Carlo '” and ‘‘ Viennese Nights ’’ 
last week. Both are retained for a second 
week. ‘* Monte Carlo,"’ at the Capitol, shows 
that the English comedy favourite, Jack 
Buchanan, is a strong rival to the popularity 
of Maurice Chevalier. Cast for a part that 
suits his peculiar gifts, Jack Fa wei is 
certainly an entertainment in himself, and 
although he has little or no dancing in 
‘‘Monte Carlo,’’ he is otherwise excellently 
cast for the part of a new kind of Monsieur 
Beaucaire. As a wealthy Count who “‘ stoops 
to conguer ” a poor, but snobbish, Countess, 
Buchanan presents a blend of the Admirable 
Crichton and the troubadour, who attends 
his lady’s toilet as gracefully as he sings 
his tuneful songs. Every moment of ‘‘ Monte 
Carljo ” is a delight; the chorus work alone 
will be found entirely novel and attractive 
to those who have a love of musical comedy. 
The stage presentation by the popular 
Capitolians is used to serve as an introduc 
tion to the fiim. 

At the Metropole ‘“ Viennese Nights ” 
ensures that ‘‘ You Will Remember Vienna ’*’ 
—the title of one of its attractive songs— 
for a long time. The film tells the story 
of frustrated love, and carries the spectator 
from the Vienna of fifty years ago to the 
United States, and then back to the Vienna 
of to-day. Quite out of the common run of 
musical films, ‘‘ Viennese Nights” has a 
strong and coherent story-plot, and has, in 
addition, songs that are certain to be popular. 
With a cast consisting of Jean Hersholt, 
Alice Day, Louise Fazénda, Vivienne Segal. 
and Walter Pidgeon, it need hardly be stated 
that the acting is of the hest that the films 
can show. ‘‘ Viennes# Nights” is almost 
ideal holiday entertainment: vivacious, tune- 
ful, human, and with a romantic interest 
that keeps audiences enthralled. As manv of 
its songs already have become familiar, 
acquaintance with their settings may ba 
commended, 


ANOTHER SHERLOCK HOLMES. 

“The Speckled Band,” which is to be 
shown at the Grafton Picture House this 
week, is recognised to be one of the most 
thrilling of the Sherlock Holmes stories. 
When the important part of Dr. Rylot is 
taken by Lyn Harding and that of Holmes by 
Raymond Massey, the acting is up to the 
standard of the tale. “ My dear Watson ” 
was satisfied by the verdict of a coroner’s 
jury, but Holmes did not rest for a moment 
until he had unmasked the unscrupulous Dr. 
Rylot and brought the Stomor case to a 
dramatic close. Watson is excellently por- 
trayed by Athole Stewart, and the entire 
production should enhance the growing repu- 
tation of British films. 

At the Theatre Royal this week the prin- 
cipal film is ‘‘ Beyond Victory,” in which 
Bill Boyd plays the part of an American 
soldier in France during the war. Before 
the outbreak of the war the young American 
had been engaged to a girl who was the pride 
of New Orleans society. But she is a German. 
and when war comes he yields to the per- 
suasion of his family and friends and breaks 
the engagement, and enlists. He is dan- 
gerously wounded, and only the coincidental 
attendance of the girl from New Orleans in 
the German hospital to which he is brought 
saves his life. Only a transfusion of blood 
will do that, they said, and she courageously 
offered her blood to save him. Later the 
couple come together and have a celebration 
in honour of the decoration that was con- 
ferred upon the soldier for his conspicuous 
bravery. Bill Boyd is always an attractive 
actor, and in “‘ Beyond Victory”’ he is up to 
standard. 


DANGEROUS DEEDS. 

At the Corinthian is a screen version of a 
Curwood novel, in “ River’s End,”’ which is 
regarded as one of the finest of the Curwood 
tales. It is the story of a man who could 
only prove himself to be a gentleman by 
heing a murderer, and who could only prove 
his innocence of murder by appearing to be a 
cad, It is a film with plenty of movement 
and of dangerous deeds set in the beautiful 
scenery of the Canadian North-West. 

At the Pavilion, Kingstown, the week’s 

programme opens with “ Re’ xe Control,” 
an extraordinarily interesting film, in which 
the wireless is used to direct the activities of 
a dangerous gang of criminals. How the 
pseudo-scientist, who professes to foretell the 
future over the wireless, is revealed in his 
true profession rivets attention from. begin- 
ning to end. Incidentally this film suggests 
that the police of every country may, in the 
future, be faced with a new kind of criminal, 
and it also suggests possibilities of wireless 
for the more efficient policing of large com- 
munities.

Posthumous Publication. 


A sorrowful story lies behind the pub- 
lication of the “ Handbook of Celtic Orna- 
ment,’’ which was reviewed in the /rish 
Times on Friday; for its gifted author, 
Mr. John G. Merne, has just died at the 
early age of 50. Mr. Merne was the son 
of Mr. J. A. Merne, Farrenferris, Cork, 
whose name has been intimately associated 
with the world-famous North Monastery, 
Cork, for almost half a century; he has 
been an Instructor under the Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instrucéion 
in Cork, Galway, and elsewhere, and made 
a host of friends amongst his associates 
and pupils. The victim of a malignant 
malady, he suffered much from bad health 
for a year or more, but never relinquished 
his task. An iron determination enabled 
him to carry on the work of preparing the 
‘* Handbook ” for the Press; and, reading 
the final proofs on his death-bed, he had 
the satisfaction of having handled the 
finished article, the final triumph of his 
labour and industry, before death claimed 
him. 


Fiying Ships. 


In the Evening Post, an English news- 
paper published in the reign of Queen 
Anne, there appears an amusing descrip- 
tion of a wonderful flying ship just in- 
vented by a Brazilian priest. The body 
was of the shape of a bird, with deck- 
room for about ten navigators. It was 
fitted with large bellows, sails, two wings 
and a stem to govern it. At either end 
of the deck was a metal globe, one of the 
heavens, the other of the earth, both of 
which contained loadstones. Above the 
deck a network of iron wire was strung 
with amber beads. Straw mats covered 
the deck. These, the inventor believed, 
when heated by the sun, would be drawn 
up towards the amber, thus giving addi- 
tional buoyancy to the vessel. This 
weird contraption, needless to say, never 
left the earth.

A SOUTHERN LETTER 


CORK’S FEARS OF GALWAY. 
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From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 
HE arrival of summer last week took 
everybody by surprise; for by that 
time Cork had reconciled itself to a season 
of bad weather. It would be ungrateful 
to criticise the lateness of its coming, 
and, though the farmers and _ tourist 
authorities may complain, the average 
citizen will have few regrets. This month 
is par excellence the holiday period, and 
for most of us a fine August compensates 
for an otherwise dismal summer. Within 
the last few days the weather has become 
cooler, but so far there is no sign of a 
serious break. 

Cork itself had a lifeless air last week, 
due to the combined effects of heat and 
the holidays. All the principal summer 
fixtures are now over, and everybody who 
can do so has escaped to the seaside. 
There will be little of interest taking 
place before September. 


SPORT IN MUNSTER. 


From the tourist’s point of view, fishing 
and shooting are two of the greatest 
attractions in Ireland, and it is a pity 
that neither of these assets has been 
properly looked after in the past. The 
country has great natural resources, but 
they have not been managed well, and it 
is good to hear that efforts are being made 
to set the matter right. 

In the South the Munster Game Pro- 
tection Association is doing much valu- 
able work as regards re-stocking and the 
extermination of vermin, and the Govern- 
ment, for its part, has helved by prohibit- 
ing the shooting of partridges, in order to 
give these birds a chance to multipiy. It 
would be a further advantage if the ban 
were extended to grouse and pheasants ; 
for, as has been observed, these two game 
birds are getting very scarce 

As regards the fishing, a great deal of 
harm is done by the indiscriminate netting 
of salmon, and the Killarney Tourist 
Association recently passed a motion call- 
ing on the Government to close the netting 
season in that district on the 30th June, 
instead of the 30th July, as at present. It 
was justly pointed out that many of the 
fish taken in the latter month were already 
in spawn, and that it was ridiculous to 
destroy the breeding stock in this way. 

The suggestion is a very sénsible one, 
but it would fail of its effect unless an 
opening date and closing date were uni- 
formly fixed for the whole country. If the 
season varies for different centres, the 
poacher will have no difficulty in finding 
a market for his fish. 


THE POACHER’S WAY. 


The bane of river fishing, in Munster and 
elsewhere, has always been the poacher, 
and nothing will stop his activities but the 
watchfulness of bailiffs and Civic Guards. 
One is glad to hear that in recent years 
the vigilance of the authorities has done 
a great deal to counteract the evi], but any 
bailiff will admit that much still remains 
to be done. 

The three principal devices of the Irish 
poacher are explosives, netting and poison- 
ing. It is oniy the latter that is a really 
serious menace; for explosives will only 
kill a few fish at a time, and netting can 
be easily counteracted by placing obstacles 
along the bed cf the river. But poison ex- 
terminates not only the fish, but the spawn

The affairs of the pound sterling during 
last week have caused more flutters, 
perhaps, in financial circles than the 
situation warranted.

Happily, the Government dis- 
played an unwonted and very desirable 
firmness, and, thanks to their precautions, 
the strikers’ plans were not permitted to 
mature. The general situation. however. 
remains confused in the extreme. Anda- 
lusia is in a state of hopping suspense ; 
and the Communists of Madrid, who have 
joined forces with the Sindicate, have 
clashed with the police on at least one 
occasion. Moderate opinion regards these 
ceutbreaks as an attempt to foment un- 
easiness throughout the country, and ww 
shatter the world’s confidence in the 
Spanish Government's ability to govern. 
‘‘The aristocrats, speculators, and Syndi- 
calists have renewed their bitter offensive 
against the present régime, following on 
the enthusiastic ratification of the 
Republican Government’s powers by the 
National Assembly,” says Sefior Alcala 
Zamora, the Prime Minister. Catalonia’s 
attitude affurds the revolutionaries strong 
reinforcement. Tension between that 
country and Spain increases constantly ; 
and it is not improbable that Catalonia 
will become the centre of revolutionary 
labour even when the immediate troubles 
are over. Catalonia’s private trouble, :f 
it takes a less spectacular form than 
Spain’s, is even more serious. The 
economic calamities which assailed Belfast 
over a periéd of years have crowded upon 
Barcelona within the space of a month. 
Unemployment grows daily more wide- 
spread ; business houses and factories are 
closing their doors in rapid succession. 
and the Sindicato’s firebrands exercise an 
large and pernicious influenc>. Spain and 
Catalonia never have loved each other, 
and neither State has taken any trouble to 
conceal its distate since the Republic and 
Generalidad came into existence. So great, 
indeed, is the tension that it has been 
deemed advisable for Colonel Macia, the 
Catalan Prime Minister, to postpone his 
Berlin, for hostile 
demonstrations. Relations will not be 
improved by an issue that must be joined 
within the near future. The Spanish 
Government has determined that every 
labour dispute must be submitted to an 
arbitration committee before a strike or 2 
lock-out takes place ; they have determined,

Catalonia as well as to Spain. When the

Home Killed Meat. 


The Agricultural Produce Act of 1930 
put into effect certain regulations which 
have had a most salutary effect on Cork’s 
export trade in bacon and fresh meat. 
Before the Act was passed the condition 
of the meat on arrival at English cr 
Scottish markets was a continual source of 
Now, however, a meticulous 
inspection is necessary before any meat 1s 
exported, the complaints are negligible, 
and the authorities at Cork have turned to 
a problem which strikes nearer home. 
Most of the meat consumed in the city 
comes from slaughter-houses over which 
the inspectors have no control, and its con- 
dition when it is exposed for sale leaves 
much to be desired. Two likely remedies 
are suggested by the medical officer. The 
first is that the city should adopt the 
system of meat stamping which is now in 
operation in parts of England. The 
second, and, according to the medical 
officer, the more satisfactory expedient, is 
the establishment of a municipal abattoir 
to deal with all the meat consumed in 
Cork. Either plan would go far to improve 
the trade, but it would do nothing to 
remedy the unappetising conditions which 
prevail in many of the butchers’ shops. 
Very often the Irish butcher displays 
his wares in shops constructed with 
an open front, which afford possibilities of 
contamination on which the mind is 
reluctant to dwell. His porters, too, are 
not always particular to see that their 
carts and their overalls are spotlessly 
The Cork authorities are prepared 
this unsavoury condition of affairs, but, 
very properly, they point out that the first 
move in the right direction would come 
more gracefully from the butchers them- 


selves. 


Lost Property. 

An incident at the French Colonial Ex 
hibition has given a new turn to an old 
joke. A lady had arrived in Paris to visit 
her son-in-law, who is a Deputy of France, 
and the diversions planned by that gentle- 
man for her entertainment included, 
naturally, a visit to the exhibition. The 
day was pleasant, curious and unfamiliar 
spectacles abounded on every side, and the 
Deputy had reason to congratulate himself 
on a successful afternoon, until a rather 
embarrassing incident occurred. [In a spot 
where the crowd was particularly dense the 
Deputy suddenly became aware that his 
relative was beside him no longer. A hasty 
search among the care-free throng told him 
that the worst had happened—he had lost 
his mother-in-law, and she was a stranger 
to Paris. A.censorious world has not been 
particularly kind to mothers-in-law as a 
class, and probably the Deputy’s natural 
anxiety was reinforced by misgivings based 
on the retaliatory powers traditionally 
credited to these formidable ladies. His 
search was long and arduous, but at last 
he turned in despair to the lost property 
office, where, in fact, his mother-in-law 
very sensibly had taken refuge. Here he 
found himself confronted by a further 
dificulty ; for by the rules of the office a 
receipt must be given for every article re- 
turned to its owner. The officer in charge 
was skilled in dealing with the miscel- 
laneous property which usually comes his 
way, but he declared that a missing 
mother-in-law was outside his experience, 
and. that the precise procedure escaped 
him. Obviously, to describe a mother-in- 
law as an object, or her son-in-law as her 
owner, would have been an unparalleled 
indiscretion.

CIRCUIT COURT COSTS. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The communiqué in a recent issue, 
which states that “the public will, no doubt, 
be gratified to hear that a special conference 
of the Bar of Ireland has formulated definite 
meet the difficulties made 
apparent by the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court with regard to the power 
of Circuit Judges to awurd costs in Circuit 
Court cases,” sounds both enetertaining and 
absurd to anyone acquainted with the real 
facis. It is now seven years since the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, which created the 
Circuit Court, was passed into law. During 
that time the Circuit Court Rules Committee, 
of which 1 am a member, representing the 
country solicitors, has three times prepared 
and presented rules, which included a 
complete and reasonable scale of costs, to the 
Oireachtas, and three times the passage of 
these rules have been deliberately blocked by 
certain influential people not unconnected 
with the Bar. 

No protest was made on any of these 
occasions by the Bar of lreland, which, by 
its silence, gave consent to these wrecking 
tactics. The object, of course, of this con- 
duct was to destroy, if possible, the increased 
Circuit Court jurisdiction of £300, which the 
Bar of Ireland did not like because it reduced 
expensive litigation in Dublin, but which }s 
a public necessity in a relatively poor agricul 
tural country like Ireland. This conspiracy 
was finally smashed by the findings of the 
Joint Committee of the Oireachtas set up last 
vear to inquire inte the working of the 
Courts of Justice Act. which, although 
designed to get rid of the enlarged Circuit 
Court jurisdiction, had to bow before the 
enraged commercial interests of the country 
and to content itself with recommending the 
enlargerrent of our High Court judiciary to 
provide for the ambitions of the Senior Bar. 
It has been obvious to every practising lawyer 
for the last seven years that the Circuit 
Courts, without rules, could only function 
by an agrved modus rirendi which ignored 
the non-existence of proper rules. 

This position is at last publicly exposed, 
and not a moment too soon, by the decision 
of the Supreme Court to which you refer, 
and which most inconsiderately 
barristers’ fees to the old County 
standard. ‘Hine illae lacrymae " 

It has had one good effect. By reducing 
its fees it has aroused the Bar of Ireland 
to electric action. I am sure the public will. 
as vou state, “ appreciate the gravity of the 
situation,’’ but, perhaps, also their sense of 
gravity may be somewhat upset bv the 
spectacle of the Bar of Ireland rushing fully 
armed to their rescue after seven vears. 
Better late than never.—Yours, etc.. -

SIR,—Mr. Edward Kenny, in your issue of 
yesterday, undertakes to voice what he sug- 
gests 1s a typical grievance of defendants 
under the present improvised Circuit Court 
procedure. I venture to suggest that his 
letter will not bear examination. He alleges 
that he was sued in the Circuit Court (as is 
evident from the reference to the County 
Registrar) for £60; that he made no defence. 
and. the decree, as drafted by the plaintiff’s 
solicitor, included nearly £33 for costs, which 
were reduced on taxation to under £20. He 
does not specify how near the bill went to 
£55, nor how far below £20 was eventually 
decreed. It would be interesting to know 
as [I have never heard of an undefended 
decree for £60 carrying anything more than 
£5 for the solicitor. In any case, Mr 
Kenny's appeal would not be affected l-y 
the proposals ef the Bar of Ireland, published 
m vour issue ef Thursday, 6th instant, which 
are expressly framed so as not to prejudice 
pending appeals. 

With reiecsence to the last paragraph in Mr. 
Kenny's letter, as Il presume he does not 
mean to suggest that taxation of costs shouid 
be conducted by ‘‘ non-legal citizens,’’ I take 
it he wants this class of citizen to control 
the making of Court rules and costs. This 
is already the case, as no Rules of Court ¢r 
Schedule of Costs takes effect until ratified 
bv a resolution of the Dail and a resolution 
of the Senate, hence the necessity for the 
immediate convening of these two Houses to 
clear up the present deplorable situation.—

THE CIVIL SERVICE BONUS. 
TO THE EDILOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stk,—In to-day’s issue of the /rish Times 
it is pointed out that, in the event of the pro- 
posed ''cut” in the Civil Service cost of 
living bonus taking place on the Ist Septem- 
ber, Civil Servants will lose one-thirteenth of 
the present tonus. They actually will lose 
one-thirteenth of the original bonus on a figure 
of 130. This will mean a loss of, roughly, 
one-seventh of the existing bonus. 

To give a concrete example—a Civil Servant 
in receipt of a basic salary of £100 receives 
a bonus of £66 14s., of wich he will lose 
£9 10s. In other words, his income will be 
veduced from £166 14s. to £157 4s.—Yours,

elected to frame the 1923 Act and to 
arrange the whole of the financial basis of

MR. GORDON SELFRIDGE’S 
SON-IN-LAW.

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Anxiety is growing as to the whereabouts 
of the Vicomte de Sibour, who left Peking 
in his ’plane before five o'clock yesterday 
morning in order to meet Sir Miles Lamp- 
son, the British Minister in China, at 
Nanking at noon, and pilot him back to 
Peking. Since the Vicomte left Peking no 
news of him has been received, and in 
view of recent events in China in which 
foreigners were concerned, some apprehen- 
sion is felt in the British colony here. 

It is thought probable, however, that the 
Vicomte was obliged to make a forced land. 
ing owing tc engine trouble or bad weather, 
and in that case it is very likely that his 
‘plane has been bogged or marooned. 

The heavy rains which have recently pre-

The Viecomce de Sibour, who has made 
many long-distance flights, on some of 
which he has been accompanied by his wife, 
is a son-in-law of Mr. Gordon Selfridge. 

Vicomte Jacques de Sibour married 
Miss Violette Selfridge; the younger 
daughter of Mr. Gordon Selfridge, and 
nearly three vears ago they flew round the 
world together in a tiny Gipsy moth 
‘plane on what was called their '' honey- 
moon flight.’’ 

It was a leisurely trip, which occupied 
ten months, and in the course of which 
they spent some weeks big game hunting 
in Indo-China jungles. In April last year 
they toured Abyssinia in the same ‘plane.

SERIOUS DECLINE IN 
REVENUE. 
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From Oug Own Reporter. 


CORK, Sunday. 
F OR some days past rumours have bean 

current in Cork to the effect that the 
Great Southern Railway Company were 
intending to close down a number of 
branch lines in the county, owing to the 
serious decline in traffic and receipts. 
These rumours, unfortunately, would 
seem to be only too well-founded, and, 
though the details have not yet been con- 
firmed, it is understood that several sec- 
tions in County Cork are soon to be 
abandoned altogether. 

Inquiries from railway. officials in Cork 
reveal that the sections under present 
consideration are those to Muskerry, 
Kinsale, Baltimore and Mitchelstown. 
The Muskerry branch line will probably 
be the first to go, but the closing of the 
other sections will only be a matter of 
time, as none of them have been paying 
their way for some years past. There is 
some slight possibility, however, that the 
Baltimore line may be continued. If these 
lines are closed down the permanent way, 
signals and other accessories will be re 
moved also. 

An [Irish Times representativ.. was in- 
formed on Saturday that this state of 
affairs has been brought about by un 
restricted competition in those areas from 
motor omnibuses and lorries, and that 
the railway receipts from goods and pas- 
senger traffic are now so low that it is un- 
protitable to continue the services. 

In addition, some of these branch lines 
-have never paid their way since the time 
of their building, and would, in any case. 
prove a loss to the railway company. 
Lines such as the Cork and Muskerry 
branch were “ Baronial guarantee ” lines 
formerly. They were never expected to 
make a profit, but were laid down for 
the convenience of people in those 
districts, and their annual working losses 
were charged on the rates. 

When amalgamation took place the 
Great Southern Railway Compan; 
assumed control of them, and, in spite 
of a Government grant in their respect, 
they have been losing money ever since. 
The Railway Rates Tribunal sought to 
improve matters by raising the rates, 
but this seems to have had a directly 
opposite effect, by driving trade from the 
‘railway to the road services. 


POSITION IMPOSSIBLE. 


The present position, as regards such a 
line as the Cork and Muskerry branch, s 
ob iously impossible. Thirty-seven ‘buses 
run frcm Cork daily in this direction, and 
the railway company cannot maintain its 
Dassenger traffic. The same conditions, 
enly slightly less acute, exist as regards 
the other branches. 

The carriage of goods has also suffere] 
from motor competition, There are now 
ever 400 lorries in West Cork. and they 
have been taking a great deal of traffic 
from the railways, particularly as regards 
small articles. 

[t is stated that the lorries owe much of 
their success to the fact that th>v are 
under no proper supervision. Standard 
rates for -arriage do not exist for them, 
and they can tix their charges with a view 
to undercutting the railway in any parti- 
cular d.:trict. They are not restrained bys 
any regulations as to hours of work, rates 
of pay, or the manner in which thev carry 
their. goods, and are thus at a decided 
advantage in their fight ..ith the railwavs. 

Not all .ie branch lines in the county. 
however. have suffered in proportion, and 
those which serve the smal] seaport towns 
are even comparatively prospercas. It 's 
unlikely, for instance, that the Timoleague 
and Courtmacsherry section will be aban- 
doned, as it still carries « fair trade in 
coal and other goods from incoming 
vessels. The Clonakilty branch line wil! 
probably be spared for the same reason. 

Mr. T. H. Walsh, 5 istrict Superinten- 
dent, addressed a meeting at Coachford. 


Co. Cork, vesterdavy, aml explained the 
present position of the branch lines. He 
said the situation was so serious that the 
question of closing the Muskerry hranch 
was practically decided. " ‘iere had been 
very severe decline in the Southern Rail 
way Company’s revenue. For the first six 
months of this vear it showed a redue- 
tion of £275.382 over the who!le system, as 
compared with 1928. As in the case of 
any other merchant the company would 
have to close down anv branch of their 
husiness that showed a loss and the Mus- 
kerry section was one of these.

of Coachford had no reason for neglectin® 
the railway as rates for 1931 showed 


considerable reductions on those of 1920. 
The railway gave a great deal of employ- 
ment in the district, and paid a consider- 
able sum in wages on the Muskerry section. 
In the whole county they employed 1,800 
men and paid £250,000 per annum in 
wages, besides contributing heavily to the 
rates. Lorries employed little labour and 
distributed little money in the district. 
Muskerry Railway had given the people 
faithful and regular service. and he warned 
his hearers that neglect of this servant 
would ultimately place the farmers at the 
mercy of a road monopoly, which could 
charge what it pleased and carry goods 
whenever and however it suited them- 
selves. When the Muskerry line was 
stopped farmers would realise they had 
dispensed with reliable service and had 
forgotten their own interests for the sake 
of a small temporary saving of money. He 
warned them that, if the branch was once 
discontinued, the track would be removed 
and the railway would never come back. 
Principal farmers of the district were 
present at the meeting, and concern was 
expressed at the situation disclosed. Super 
intendent Walsh was requested to convey 
to the Southern Railway Company the 
desire of local farmers to support the rail- 
way, and to ask the company to defer 
action for three months to give the farmers 
opportunity of showing their support.

Telephone and telegraph wires were a!so 
cut on the arrival of the main party ol 
detectives, who immediately proceeded ro 
remove the boulders. These had been 
placed at a spot just round a bend and 
near the foot of a steep decline. 

Repairs were also carried out to the 
telephone lines before a special train 
passed the spot later in the morning. 

A further outrage is reported from 
Clonkeen, Maryborough, where, in what is 
believed to be an attempt to obstruct the 
passage of excursion trains from Dublin to 
to Clonmel in connection with the Garda 
sports at that town, about forty telephone 
and telegraph wires were cut. 

The discovery was made by railway men 
and members of the Civic Guard patrol 
ling the Jine in the early hours of the 
morning. 

Post Office linesmen were called out. 
and the work of repairing the wires was 
not completed until late in the day. In 
the meantime the trains had proceeded 
under caution to Clonmel.

LEGISLATION. 

The Courts of Justice Act was passed in

prevailed, mainly by reason of the common- 
sense and goodwill of the officials and practi- 
tioners, has not tended to render a solution of 
the problem easy of attainment, since many 
of the parties concerned feel that their labours 
and difficulties of the past seven years have 
all been given and suffered in vain. 


THE BAR’S EFFORTS. 

The Special Commitiee of the Bar have 
been at great pains, in the interests of the 
public, of the officials, of the profession, and, 
indeed, of all concerned, to devise a solution 
of a non-contreversial, if temporary, nature 
which would in itself be acceptable to every- 
one, notwithstanding the very considerable 
divergence of opinion which exists upon many 
of the complex ‘questions which arise in

The proposals formulated by the Special 
Committee of the Bar of Ireland have already 
appeared in full in the Press of Thursday, 
6th inst. In net effect, they propose to preserve 
the status quo which existed prior to the 
Supreme Court decision of last week, pending 
the consideration and dealing with bv the 
Oireachtas of the Report of the Joint Com- 
mittee which was specially set up to consider 
the Circuit Court system, and which report 
must necessarily be taken into consideration 
at some reasonably early date. The proposals, 
therefore, only involve temporary NACE 2EH 
measures, 


AN OUTSIDE SUGGESTION. 

The adoption of these proposals would, of 
course, relieve all litigants, officials and other 
persons concerned from present and future 
liabilities. So far as the Committee is aware, 
there is entire unanimity that immediate 
emergency legislation is essential, and that it 
should embody these proposals. There has, 
however, been some suggestion made by out- 
side parties, who do not understand the 
complexities of the position, to the effect that 
the situation might be met by legislation put: 
ting into operation the draft Circuit Court 
Rules which the Minister for Justice unsuc 
cessfully attempted to table some twelve 
months or so ago, but there are innumerable 
reasons why this method would not effectuate 
the desired object, and why the proposals 
outlined by the Bar afford the only practica! 
solution. Amongst these reasons are the 


known facts that many of the said rules, as | 


drafted, are known to be witra vires the 
Constitution and the Courts of Justice Act: 
that the law is that they can only be adopted 
or rejected* im toto, and cannot 
amended, modified or adopted in 
only ; that many of them are i 
a highly controversial nature—the Bar 
Committee being assured by solicitors of the 
highest standing that some of them would 
be most strenuously’ opposed, and , would 
commend themselves neither to very many 
solicitors, nor to a very large section :c. the 
public. In fact, many persons contend, and 
the Joint Committee in tHeir report | 
year actually recommended, that some non- 
legal persons should take part in the drafting 
ef all Rules of Court, and the rules now in 
draft are the production of a purely legal 
Committee.

HAT illicit distillation is on the 

increase, and that large quantities 

of foreign spirits are being smuggled into 

the Free State on the “wild, Western 

coast of Ireland,’’ are two of the reasons 

given in the eleventh annual report of 
John Power and Son, Limited. : 

These observations were made by the 
Chairman, Mr. B. T. O'Reilly, who added 
that the duty on spirits had, within a 
few years, been raised from 14s. 9d. to 
72s. 6d. per gallon, “thus making the 
glass of whiskey practically prohibitive 
to the ordinary person.”’ 

The meeting was held at the offices of 
Messrs Stokes Brothers and Pim, 56 
College Green. Mr. B. T. O'Reilly, 
Chairman, presided, and the other 
directors present were the “Right Hon. 
Sir Stanley Harrington,’ P.C.; Mr. 
William Ryan, Mr. Lewis Farrell, Mr. 
Henry J. O'Reilly, Mr. Walter J. Walsh 
and Mr. Patrick Leavy. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts for the year 
ended 30th June, 1931, © said :—' The 
directors’ report and accounts are pre- 


|sented to you in the form in which you 


‘have been in the habit of receiving them, 
and I presume that I can take them as 
read.” 

The Chairman drew attention to the 
investments. In last year’s accounts they 
stood at £49,405 15s. 9d. This holding 
included £45,718 3s. 5d. of five per cent. 
War Loan. ““A redemption scheme 
being rather overshadowed,” he said,

Our Government are losing 
heavily in their annual revenue, com- 
paring, say, the year 1924, when its 
receipts from home-made spirits were over 
three million pounds, whereas to-day it 
is barely two millions.’’

GLIDER FLIGHTS 
NEXT SATURDAY. 


FIRST EXHIBITION OF 
KIND IN IRELAND.

(By Our Arr ConnEsPoNpENT. 
LIDING in motorless aeroplanes—that 
most remarkable achievement in the 
science of the air of recent years—is to 
come at last to Ireland: Exhibitions by 
an expert gliding pilot will be given at the 
air pageant of the Irish Aero Club next 
Saturday at Paldonnel Aerodrome. I am 
able to state that the Council of the Club 
is seriously thinking of acquiring a glider 
for the dual purpose of developing the 
sport of gliding in this country and for the 

training of orthodox aeroplane pilots. 

The glider, or sailplane, as it is correctly 
named, that is coming to Dublin for the 
air pageant is a B.A.C. two-seater cabin 
model, with dual controls of the very 
latest type. It is of British design and 
manufacture. 


AN “ AUTO-TOW.” 


Instead of being catapulted from a 
height, this machine is what is styled as 
an ' auto-tow,’’ which means that it is 
impelled into the air by being towed 
behind a motor car from an ordinary aero- 
drome. 

The advantage of the two-seater model 
is that passengers, even though they have 
never flown before, can be taken up for a 
flight. Of course, it also makes the in- 
struction of glider pilots a simple matter. 
The margin of safety is greater than on an 
ordinary aeroplnae. For the present, how- 
ever, there will be no flights given to ordi- 
nary paying passengers in this glider, 
although officials of the Club and other 
interested people will be taken for demon- 
stration flights. 

These exhibitions of gliding are yet 
another of the many attractive items that 
have been arranged for the air pageant, 
which 1s now—if the weather. is favour 
able—assured of success. For those who 
have never seen a sailplane in flight these 
exhibitions should be very interesting, for 


said, surely it was time | 


the manner in which the machine is 
handled in the air, not to mention the 
taking-off and the landing, is the nearest 
approach to bird flight that man has yet 
attained. 


SCIENCE OF THE AIR. 


The science of gliding in the air in 
motorless aeroplanes was only developed 
within the last couple of years, principally 
in Germany, where there are to-day 
hundreds of gliding clubs. Gliding was 
first introduced into England about twelve 
to eighteen months ago by a German, and 
German instructors *h.i to be employed 
in the first British gliding clubs. It 
cannot be said, however, that the science 
of gliding has been received in England 
with the enthusiasm that 1st mspired in 
Germany, but it is gaining great head- 
way, for it is now reeognised that for the 
training of first-class pilots there ng 
nothing to beat it. 

Gliding is the true science of the air, 
of aviation ; for a competent knowledge oi 
atmospheric conditions generally, and of 
the nature and action of air currents and 
winds in particular, is absolutely neces- 
It is the expert use of this know-

I understand that the Council of the 
Club are negotiating with a British com- 
pany with a view to bringing over a larve 
fourteen-seater three-engined air liner for 
the pageant. It will mean, however, con- 
siderable expenditure, and adequate public 
support is essential. 

Half-hour flights will be given in this 
liner over Dublin City and Dublin Bay. 
If the bookings are sufficiently good, the 
liner will stay over the week-end. 

All the other arrangements for the 
pageant are now well in hand, and the 
only thing that. can cause a hitch is the 
weather, and the Club have insured them

Al SOLDIER 
SPORTSMAN. 


By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


As I looked into a bookselier’s window 
recently I observed several copies of a work 
one of our most delightful and representa- 
tive authors. 
The volume was “Wild Sports of the 
West,” and the author, William Hamilton 
Maxwell, one of the most gifted and 
fascinating individuals that employed pen in 
portraying the people and scenery of this 
country. 
Although we in Ireland have a prior claim 
to him, Maxwell was really of old Scots 
descent, sprung from the Maxwells of Niths- 
dale; but his heart and his pen were irish, 
and the simple peasantry of the West and its 
wild and matchless scenery his themes, never 
had been depicted in truer or more sympa- 
thetic fashion. 

Maxwell was born at Newry, County 


entered at, Trinity College, 
the Army. He served with distinction 
throughout the Peninsular War, and was 
present on the field of Waterloo as a Captain 


the war he returned home, to squander some 
years in the occupations of a squireen of 
those days, and, like most of the Irish gentry, 
to get into debt. In those days, as now, a 
rich marriage was one of the best 
ways to recuperate a shattered fortune. 
Maxwell not only recouped his fortunes by 
marriage, but mended his ways as well, and 
an a clergyman of the Church of Ire- 
and. 

He was appointed to the living of Ballagh, 
in Connemara, where he wrote “ Wild Sports 
of ths West,” and a novel, “O'Hara.” As 
there was no congregation to minister to in 
that part of the West, but plenty of game 
and shooting or fishing, he had ample time 
to devote to those pastimes of which ne 
writes so entertainingly. 

Maxwell appears to have gained the affec- 
tion and confidence, if not the spiritual 
allegiance, of the country folk with 
whom he came in contact, and 
his writings are a “welcome contrast 
with many of the works and novels that pre- 
tend to portray the peasantry of the time. 
He neither ridicules their primitive simplicity 
or their religion, and writes with love and 
understanding of these humble folk, among 
whom his happiest years were spent. 

MAXWELL AS A WRITER. 

As a writer Maxwell has every claim to 
serious consideration, and his numerous writ- 
ings are of a high level, combining scholarship 
with insight and a fine dramatic power of por- 
trayal. In an article in Bentley, written 
over ninety years ago, there is the following 
fine description of his literary abilities :— 

“He is of soldier-romance-mongers the 
first. Mind we are not going to disparage 
Gleig of the Subaltern, Hamilton of Cyril 
Thornton, or any of the other gentlemen who 
have turned the sword, not into a plough- 
share, but into as hard-working an instrument 
—a pen; but among rollicking describers of 
fights, campaigns, sieges; carousings, riotings, 
lovemakings, and all other matters connected 
with the pride, pomp, and circum- 
stance of glorious war, he decidedly 
bears off the hill. He does not venture at 
long set stories, decked out and arrayed into 
all the full three-volumed dignity of a novel; 
no, he flings off his tales as if they were so 
many tumblers of punch, hot and strong, 
pleasant and heart-cheering, hastily 
mixed, and as hustily disposed of. 
It needs no particular power of 
critical discernment to discover that. Max- 
well’s acquaintance with the scenes which 
he describes is anything but theoretical. In 
fact, though now a man of peace, he was 
once a man of war—a jolly Grenadier in 
the 88th, standing some six feet two, and 


Peninsular campaigns, and taking his share 
at the Battle of Waterloo.’’ 

At the time when this tribute was written 
Maxwell was aged about forty-five, and in 
the very fulness of his powers, a brilliant 
conversationalist and wit, and, to judge from 
a sketch drawn by his friend and contem- 
porary, Samuel Lover, an exceedingly hand. 
some man, with abundant dark hair and 
well-shaped, humorous mouth. He was well 
acquainted with Charles Lever, and, doubt- 
less, inspired the gifted author of ‘‘ Charles 
O'Malley ” as the original creator of the Irish 
gentleman-soldier-sportsman. 

THE “WILD SPORTS.” 
Maxwell will go down to posterity by 
reason of his “Wild Sports of the 
West,” although his “Life of the Duke of 
Wellington’ and “ History of the Rebellior 
in 1798 ”' are noteworthy. Indeed, the life 
of the Iron Duke has been many times re- 
printed. Another book, “ Flood and Field, 
or Recollections of a Soldier’ of 
Fortune,” a collection of short 
stories, contains some of his finest work. 
The tales themselves are as fresh as when 
penned, and present a striking picture of the 
conditiong prevalent in the British Army 
over a century ago. The Galk 
way that Maxwell loved is fast 
changing. The grouse are disappearing from 
the mountains whence the red deer, scarce 
even in his day, have long gone. Emigra- 
tion has depleted the peasantry, and the only 
constant feature appears to be the poteen 
traffic, then, as now, a secret and flourishing 
canker. Those that would learn about the 
old Galway cannot do better than peruse 
* Wild Sports,” and, as they revel in its 
beauties, should think with affection of the 
bright spirit that gave it being. The latter 
days of Maxwell were spent in poverty and 
ill-health. He had neglected to '“ put by” 
for the rainy day, and died after much suffer- 
ing and distress at Musselburgh, near Edin- 
burgh, in the winter of 1850, at the age of 
only fifty-five.

DECLINE IN AMERICAN 
PROFITS.

According to the a itative Monthly 
Review, published by the National City Bank 
of New York, the German financial crisis has 
had a restraining effect on hopes that autumn 
business expansion might be more rapid or 
greater than usual. The & 
that Germany is the third largest buyer of 
American goods, and that her difficulties affect 
the whole world. At the same time, it 
suggests that there 1s no reason to fear that 
ths business revival will have to wait until 
all the obstacles opposed to it are removed. 
Necessities must be supplied and trade must 
ge on, despite all handicaps. 

Business in the United States, according to 
the Review, was generally dull during July, 
and the stimulus to markets given by the 
moratorium proposal was largely lost.. The 
filling of needs for articles of everyday use, 
however, enabled the industries concerned— 
shoes, woollens, silks, rayons, cotton goods 
and tyre production—to make a good show- 
ing. Production by these industries has been

running larger than a year ago. 

The heavy industries, however, are down, 
the Review states, and their contribution to 
the general business total is so great that 
the composite seasonally adjusted indices, 
which measure business activity, have de- 
clined, after due allowance for the usual 
summer recession. Some, indeed, have 
reached new*low levels, below even their 
December-January level 

The seasonal decline in retail trade is 
evident this year, as usual, but the volume 
of goods sold by the only stores for which 
figures are available—department and chain 
stores—has continued to exceed last year’s 
figures. Expressed in terms of dollars, how- 
ever, sales have been smaller.

IN KNOCK “SIXTY.” 


DRUMMOND BEATEN BY 
WALSH ON HANDICAP. 


The last of the smaller road racing events of 
the Ulster season, a preliminary to the Ulster 
Grand Prix, was decided last Saturday, when the 
Knock Motor Club, Ltd., held their sixty-two miles 
race at Ballydrain, near Comber. Run over a 
circuit of three and a tenth miles of exceliently 
surfaced road, but of an exceedingly twisty nature, 
the race is regarded as one of the most sporting 
events of the North, and in every respect it was 
quite up to its reputation 

There were thirty-five entrants, and all but four 
came to the post. Sixteen finished before the 
roads were declared open—a larger proportion than 
one usually finds in an event of this character— 
but this was partly due to the fact that the “tail” 
was not flagged off until over twenty minutes 
after the winner had finished. 

P. J. Walls (499 c.c. Rudge) figured on scratch, 
but at no time did he mde with that dash he 
has shown so often in Ulster events of the present 
season. In these he has almost invariably made 
the fastest time and the fastest lap, but F. J, 
Drummond (348 c.c. Velocette) did over four 
minutes faster for the full distance, averaging 
57.51 miles per hour, and covering one circuit 
at 60.65. Drummond ran into second place, but 
was over four minutes behind T. Walsh (248 c.c. 
Excelsior), who, with a handicap of 22 minutes, 
took the lead on the fret lap and was never 
headed. He averaged 48.81 miles per hour, and 
probably could have gone considerably faster had 
he been pressed, The th'rd place was filled by 
a popular member of the promoting club, 
Duffin (248 c.c. New Imperial), who, with 14 
minutes from Wallis, averaged 50 miles per hour. 

Although showers fell at intervals, the circuit 
never became sufficiently wet to interfere with 
the speed, and most of the retirements were 
caused by mechanical trouble. One who suffered 
in that respect was J. Dolan (S.0.S.), the only 
Dublin competitor. Gear-hox trouble lost him 
considerable time in the early part, and a fanity 
plug compelled him to retire before forty miles. 
T. Stewart (348 c.c. Roval Enfield) would have 
been within the first three had he not broken a 
rene cap when in fourth place, with four laps 
6 fo, 

The arrangements were excellent, and, as usual, 
or event attracted an enormous crowd of spec- 
ators.
